Poor Service 


Recently an accident took 
place in our community that 
epitomizes the poor service we 
receive from the local police 
department and the public health 
department, 

About two hundred feet off 
Third Street on Quesada Avenue’ 
there was an automobile acci-. 


dent that this reporter wit- 


nessed, 

It.was immediately reported 
to the police by a ball park 
guard that there had been an 
accident with several injuries, 
The ambulance service of the 
eity was also called. 

It is approximately a 10 min- 
ute drive from the Mission 
Emergency Hospital Station, but 
it took the ambulance 25 min- 
utes to get to the scene of the 
accident, and it took only 20 
minutes for one of the injured 


persons to bleed to death, 


Not only that, but when they 


did arrive on the scene they 
approached at a slow speed with 
no red light or emergency si- 
rene, 

When the police arrived on 
the scene approximately 30 
minutes had lapsed, and the am- 
bulance driver was loading the 
dead body on the truck, 

When: asked what took them 
So long, they replied, ««We got 
here as soon as we could,” 
But that really doesn’t answer 
the question because this is 
the kind of. response we get 
to most emergency calls from 
this area, It seems that they 
really don’t care what happens 
to the people in this area, 

And to often their indifferent 
attitude results in gross in- 
jury, or death to people who may 
have been saved if our police 
department and public health 
department responded to emer- 
gency calls as they should, 


Ghetto Conf. A Success! 


The recent ‘‘Ghetto Confer- 
ence’’, sponsored by the pro- 
digious American Friends Ser- - 
vice Committee, August 26th 
to September 1, 1966 was among 
the best organized and executed 
youth conferences ever held. 
Qualified speakers, diverse 
discussion groups, and strate- 
gically interspersed meditation 
periods proved informative, in- 
spirational, and entertaining to 
65 high school youth from var- 
ious parts of the state. 

Held at John Woolman High 
School, near Grass Valley, the 
conference secured in defini- 
tion, disemboweled, and fastid- 
iously analyzed each segment 
and aspect of the ghetto, from 
social institutions to community: 
attitudes and, though profoundly 
diversified, poured forth num- 
erous experiences, attitudes, 
and theories. Negroes, com-. 
prising approximately 40% of 
the attendance, came directly 
to the fore in discussions, but 
there was a reciprocal com- 
munication on impressions of 
current crucial issues such as 
“black power’? and ‘‘white in- 
fluence.’’ 

Among the speakers at the

conference was Dr. 


Herman 
Blake, renowned Negro Profes- 
sor of Sociology at the Uni- 
versity of California, who ex- 
pounded eloquently on the “‘lies 
and historical myths pro- 
pounded throughout U.S. edu- 
cation, and Hardy Fry, amem- 
ber of the Student Non-Violent 
Coordinating Committee, who 
emphasized that ‘‘self-defense 
is not violent,’’ and that 
“black beauty cannot be judged 
by white standards.’’ Arthur 
Spencer, a member of the Sac- 
ramento Planning Commission, 
announced that he was a So- 
cialist, which, of course, pro- 
voked an amazing reaction from 
the audience. 

The conference also spon- 
sored a discussion between Ed 
Anderson, Chairman oi the Mis- 
sion Poverty Board and Dr. Ed 
Thomas, Professor of Psychol- 


ogy at Sonoma State College. 3 


Anderson immediately differ- 
entiated between the ghetto and 
the slura and Dr. Thomas ex- 
pounded on the psychology of 
the ghetto. 

There was also a very sub- 
stantial and very significant

Youth participation was very 
substantially representative 
of slum or ghetto communi- 
ties and they were able to 
articulate to other youths.

Meticulous conference plan- 
ning provided for innocuous 
work periods, varied rec- 
reational periods, and medi- 
tation periods, which appar- 
ently became the reality of 
the conference itself.

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‘THE WRONG 
PLACE--THE 
WRONG PEOPLE’

(This is the second part in a narrative that depicts the con- 
ditions many of our boys have to bear in foster homes. See 
the last issue of The Spokesman, Sept. 3, page 3.) 


The Stevens met me at the carport. I introduced myself 
as a community worker with the Economic Opportunity Coun- 
cil (EOC). Mr. Stevens did not know what this meant so he took 
me for an officer of the law. But I let him know that I was not 
that or an investigator, neverthless, he would not accept it 
any other way. So I walked into the funky little old farmhouse, 
and they asked me to sit down and make myself comfortable, 
which was pretty hard to do, but I managed to stand it off 
(the smell), 

First of all, Mr. Stevens shuttled Douglas off into another 
room; searched him, took his cigarettes and the money I had 
given him ($3.33) and brought him back to the so-called 
living room, By this time the son, Stanley, was on me feeling 
over my body as though he was trying to get me ready for 
some sort of thrill. I brushed his big hands away from me 
and Mr. Stevens told me that he did not mean harm, I already 
knew this, but I didn’t want him touching me anyway. 

I asked Mr. Stevens what was the trouble with him, 
Stanley? He said nothing. But I knew damn well better, he was 
sick and needed to be in an institution where some specialist 
could help him. I asked him why he did not send him away 
and the old lady,’ Mrs. Stevens, butted in saying it was too 
late, that he was too old to be helped. Stanley is 26 years old. 

Then Douglas whispered to me that Mr. Stevens had took 
his money that I had given him, I asked Mr. Stevens why did 
he take the boy’s money? He said that they didn’t need any 
money; ‘‘a ranch produces everything money can buy.’ It made 
me feel like he had my money, so I told Douglas to forget it. 
I then asked Mr. Stevens was there any reason why Douglas 
did not wish to come back to the ranch that he (Mr. Stevens) 
knew of. He told me that Douglas did not want to work, or take 
orders. I asked some of the other boys did they know. They 
all looked at Mr. Stevens and looked off. So I went for a walk. 

Soon as I was out near the milking area, William, a white 
boy of 17 years caught up with me and asked if I was going to 
get him and the other boys away from here. I said I had nothing 
to do with this kind of procedure, and asked him why? He 
stated that this was the meanest place he has evern been. 
He told me not to say anything to Ronnie, another Negro boy, 
because he would ‘‘fink’’ on him and Stevens would ‘‘broom’’ 
him and make him dishwasher for a month. By this time 
Mr. Stevens called Bill and Ralph Sisler approached me. 
“You guys seem to have it made,’’ I said. ‘‘As long.as you 
are here we do, Mr. Brown,’’ Ralph replied. ‘‘Can you help 
me out?’’ ‘‘What kind of help do you need®’ I asked. 

“This old man is taking advantage of us and no one seems 
to care,’’ I explained that someone did care, and for him to 
stick it out. 

A little later I met Sandy McBride, a little feller, and 
I greeted him, but he could not speak. My eyes started to run. 
I know this boy should be somewhere other than on a broken 
down: farm! I tried to be friendly with him, but I did not know 
how, and it hurt my heart, by this time the tears were rolling 
down my cheeks. The little kid tried very much to console me. 

Then came Mr. Pitts, an ex-police officer from San Fran- 
cisco. ‘‘Hey, Fred, will you bring your tractor and the boys over 
to help me-out? I just lost a cow and I need help to get it out 
to the area so the buzzards can feast.” I got sick to my stomach. 
Fred Stevens introduced Mr.: Pitts to me, he also took me for 
an investigator. He explained that he was on the police forze, 
and that he worked with some good ‘“‘niggers” and that he liked 
them very much, and he was sure that I would do a good job. 

We went over to see about the dead cow and moved it 
down further in the pasture. Mr. Stevens took out a bowie 
knife and grabbed a hind leg and started to cut. He said he 
would use this for dog meat, but the boys were not so sure 
about this. Four great big legs offofone cow for one little dog? 
I did not like it at-all. 


In my estimation, this is the wrong place and the wrong 
people for these boys, I’m not saying they don’t need discipline, 
I am saying that this is not the way to help a child in trouble 
or who has been in trouble, Nor is ita place for a sick per- 
son, I don’t think a person should have to drink milk straight 
from the cow’s breast with only a little cooling, or be beat 
with a broom or whatever else the Stevens get their hands 
on first! 

At about 8:30 that evening I told the boys I had to leave, 
Gloom was on their faces, Bill and Douglas asked if I could 
stay until morning, but I could not, 

Stevens then started picking vegetables and putting them 


in the car, and said that this was for me! He took me down the ~ 


road and got me fifteen dozen jeggs for’ $3.60 and gave me a 
lot of cther junk to obviously soften me up, as though to say, 
‘“Phat’s ail wight, nigger, everything will be-fine,’?

Its board members are mostly East Bay people, and its 
Executive Director is a one-time educational director for the 
Berkeley Co-op, 


Since the inception of the program it has been acknow- 
ledged that this program is one that is greatly needed in our 
community, But with outside control, and the absence of com- 
munity participation, the program has suffered greatly. 


The Executive Director of BAND, Art Danforth, has been 
the target of much of the dissatisfaction with the program, 
He has a reputation of not having any interest in involving 
community people in that program, notwithstanding the fact 
that out of sheer necessity he has had to hire many community 
people, 


The argument is made that such a person cannot deal 
with the problems of the poor unless he is aware of them and 
is knowledgeable of solutions to them. And an outsider who 
has little if any experience with the poor is a very unlikely 
person to understand the problems of the poor, 


Dantorth who recently caused a Hunters Point, Consumer 
Director to be dismissed has indicated that he has never 
been satisfied with the consumer program in Hunters Point, 
and inferring that he wants the program run the way he wants 
it run without regard to the demands of the community, 


Rejecting this attitude the Hunters Point community with 
pressure on the BAND board forced them to hire a community 
person noted for her, dedication, and belief in community 
participation in programs for the people, namely Osceola 
Washington, 


After being on the job for about four months now Mrs, 
Osceola Washington has made great strides in getting more 
community participation in the BAND program, However, ob- 
servers state that Danforth is not pleased with the program 
in the Hunters Point area, and has.often slighted the gains that 
are being made in our area, 


There are those that believe that Danforth is setting the 
stage to minimize the accomplishments of the new consumer 
director in an effort to move her out of the new position, 


The fact is that there is no room for petty politics ina 
program that is so vitally needed for our community, And 
least of all can we afford to have an outsider come in to 
deliberately cause dissension to gain complete control of a 
program that the people should be controlling, 


Today, as always, the little 
man, the little customer and the 
little businessman is getting 
what is honestly called 
««screwed’’, To put it any other 
way would be to kid ourselves, 
What is doubly bad today is 
tliat the rest of us are follow- 
ing doubly hard for the new 
twists. 

Such new twists as the ‘win- 
a-check, bingo, matching 
checks’, and so on. These gim- 
mick lies are being pushed by 
both the giant oil company ser- 
vice stations and food store 
chains, Their purpose is bas- 
ically the never ending cam- 
paign for profits and ‘the cus- 
tomer be damned’, 

All these things may seem 
harsh but by no meansare they, 
It is naieve to think the big 
food store chains ‘‘love”’ their 
customers, Their money, yes, 
The truth is that there is a 
never ending fight to strenghten 
the laws governing sanitation, 
packaging and so on to pro- 
tect the customer, Which are 
likewise fought tooth and nail by 
the same big stores, 

And what do you get for 


gambeling? You might just be- 
come a winner in one of the 
stores who offers the gimmick 
lie. First, the privilege of pay- 
ing a high price to make up 
the difference of the prizes that 
only a small percentage of the 
total customers get. Second, the 
doubious honor of supporting a 
chain store that will rejoice 
at the number of small business 
failures in the neighborhood. 
If a hardware fails, they merely 
incorporate a hardware section 
in their supermart, and that’s 
the way it goes and goes, 

Who suggers? Only. your 
neighbors by paying higher 
prices. Such self-help, neigh- 
borhood owned storesas the San 
Francisco Neighborhood Co-op, 

Where the big chain food 
supermarts and gas stations are 
owned by interlocking stock- 
holders who could careless and 


less about your « *mmunity, the 


local Co-op is, for instance, 
owned, managed and run by and 
for and with the interests of 
the community in mind. And 
that’s a hell-of-a-difference in 
winnings for the whole commun- 
ity, not just a lucky few.

They want 
to give their children the best 
education, They themselves 
didn’t have the chance to go to 
high school or college, and they 
don’t want that to happen to

Many parents fail to under- 
stand that there are boys and 
girls who don’t need to go to 
college, College is not right 
for all. A high school educa-

No matter what a boy’s color 
is, he will need vocational guid- 
ance, It will help him to do what 
he wants to do in life, All of 
us know it has been tough for 
a long time for Negro boys and

First I picked up that telephone and made an appointment, 
The lady who answered sounded patient and kind, 

The Bayview clinic is close to home, and I had my friend 
baby-sit for me, but next time I think I’1l take my children 
with me the way some other people do, There are chairs for 
the children, and toys and books, Even Dr. Spock for ME to 
read while I waited, 

The nurse talked to us mothers and showed pictures of 
male and female bodies and where eggs and sperm meet to 
become fertilized and grow into a baby. You have to under- 
stand this to see how birth control works. I was surprised 
to hear about all the birth control methods that have been 
invented, and then to choose the one that seemed best for me 
and my husband, 

Then the doctor examined me, It seemed to me that he 
was very used to helping people like me and he thought that 
the method I picked would work very well for me, and told 
me to come back any time if I didn’t understand anything, 

That was all, except that I paid, and not as much as I 
thought because they deduct for the number of children you 
already have, See what I mean?

Dear Clara, 

There is a great, great deal that scientists don’t know about 
sex and reproduction, but what isknownreally should be shared 
much more freely with everyone, In other words I think that 
we have been negligent about instructing young people in sex 
and as a result we are surrounded by a whole batch of half 
truths and false ideas that have clouded the real facts. One of 
the purposes of this column is to get the facts straight, I’ll 
try in answering your question to clear up this important 
subject of the safe period, and I think that you will then realize 
why we have to be so careful all the time. 

Men have. no safe period! If they are fertile-men, they are 
fertile at all times, This is something we know for sure, In 
women, the safe period does exist but it is difficult to figure 
out just when it comes, and it is different for every woman. 
It must be studied very carefully either in books, or you can 
let your doctor explain it to you, and over a period of months 
with his help you can determine which is your own safe period. 
If anyone wishes, for religious reasons to use this safe period 
or Rhythm method, she can get help from her own doctor, 
from Planned Parenthood or from one of the Catholic hospital

Again the citizens of Sunny- 
dale are facing a maze of con- 
fusing and evading answers and 
pictures in the presentation of 
the Housing  Authority’s 
so-called «‘Public Housing Ser- 
vices’? Anti-Poverty program 
that is up for resubmission for 
the coming year, 

What has seemed to many 
residents, poverty workers and 
others as the most evasive and 
truly innocuous programs ever 
to come from a bureaucracy is 
out to again snow residents by 
side stepping the principle ques- 
tions of just what is going on, 
Sometime ago, before the Hous- 
ing commission, the director of 
the program gave a report that 
was possibly more likely the 
emotional response of what was 
going on, Though apparently void 
of concrete examples, it met 
with approval. The questionnow 
is, will it meet with the approval 
of those citizens, some of whom 
are waiting for last year’s an- 
swers, of Sunnydale?
